SANHO KIM 


No newcomer to the field 
of comic illustration, 
Sanho Kim has worked 
hard and long at perfect- 
ing his craft. Here's a 
brief outline of his career 
as far as its progressed to 
this date. 





Born in the Year of the Hare 
in Seoul, Korea, thirty-one 
years ago, Sanho Kim has 
been the most popular story. 
teller and comic book artist 
Korea has ever known. 

When he was fourteen, he 
took a second look at the com. 
ic books he had been casually 
reading for years. This led 
him, on graduation from high 
school, to enroll in Suhrabul 
Art College in Seoul where he 
studied both Oriental and 
Western art for four years 
(1957-1961). Yet, before he 
graduated, he found his first 
job writing and drawing comic 
books for a prescient pub. 
lisher who liked the manu 
script Sanho Kim brought to 
him one day 

During the next eight years, 
Mr. Kim wrote and drew more 
than  one-thousand books, 
each fifty to one-hundred 
pages long. Many were done, 
to meet a deadline, in the span 
of one week. However, his 
work included much more than 
just quantity, For instance, in 
1964, he created his most fa 
mous character, Riepie, a 
semi- Batman, semi- Captain 
America adventure strip in the 
superheo vein that became so 
popular and spawned so many 
offshoots in Korea that there 
isn't a man, woman, or child, 
especially, who hasn't heard of 
Riepie or Sanho Kim. As far 
as fame goes, you could say 
that Riepie is the Superman of 
Korea and Sanho Kim is its 
Charlie Schultz. 

Besides Riepie, Sanho Kim 
was responsible for many in 
novations in comic book for. 
mat. His characters, plots and 
artistic style were often aped 
by lesser artists trying unsuc- 
cessfully to beat Sanho Kim 
at his own game. He is equally 
versatile in Eastern Westerns 
(samurai-type stories) and 


50 





Western Westerns (the good: 
old shoot-em-ups), romance 
stories, horror stories, army 
stories, and even humorous 
and children's stories. 

In 1967, still at the height 
of his popularity, Sanho de 
cided he needed other worlds 
to conquer. He felt that if you 
are a famous comic book ar- 
tist in Korea, you are a famous 


comic book artist only in 
Korea. But if you are re- 
nowned in America, you are 


celebrated around the world 
For three years, he has been 
absorbing American language 
and culture, and studying the 
American style of comic book 
art. He is adapting it to his 
own inimical style of fluid 
lines and sharp, dark masses, 
without wrenching them out of 
the Korean tradition he has 
studied and defined for the 
past eleven years. 

Sanho is a baseball nut, 
among other sports. He was 
the star pitcher on his publish. 
ing company's baseball team 
Seoul. Now, he roots for 
the New York Yankees with a 
passion that New Yorkers 
thought was reserved only for 
the Mets. He discovered bowl 
ing in America. His average 
is moving through the 170's 
now and moving on to better 
things. He is unmarried, can't 
stop smoking, and can't under. 
stand why Americans don't 
care for soccer very much. His 
birthday is on August ninth, 





each year. 
There's another Sanho Kim 
story, in this issue, intitled 


“Money”. As Mr. Kim puts it, 
“it's a Korean folk tale passed 
down through the ages. The 
ruling spirit of all things hu. 
man. Money.”

THE FIRST ANNUAL WARREN AWARDS AT THE 1970 





A JEALOUS VAMPIRELLA VOWS REVENGE IN 1971! 


Frank Frazetta and Neal 
Adams were surrounded. 
The occasion; the annual 
Warren Awards, a highlight 
of the 1970 New York City 
Comic Art Convention. 
Gathered together on the 
stage of the main conven- 
tion room on the 18th floor 
of the Statler Hilton hotel 
for the First Annual Warren 
‘Awards were James Warren, 
Editor and Publisher of the 
Warren line of comic mag- 
azines, Creepy, Eerie, and 
Vampirella; illustrators par 
excellence Frank Frazetta, 
Neal Adams, Wally Wood, 


Tom Sutton, Ernie Colon, 
Billy Graham, and writers 
Nicola Cuti, and Archie 
Goodwin. 


Warren, characteristically 
at home in front of the 
podium, began by introduc- 
ing colorful Convention 
Chairman Phil Seuling, who 
in turn, introduced James 
Warren to the waiting as- 
semblage of fans "аз a man 
who needs no introduction.” 
Warren later presented a 
gold trophy to Seuling in 
recognition of his efforts on 
behalf of comic art.

Pretty soon, 
Warren felt, if the situation 
continued, 'America herself 
might go out of business. 
This obviously would have a 
disastrous effect upon War- 
ren publishing. If, in any 
way, the ad helped in end- 
ing the war, he felt it was a 
sound move. 

Billy Graham's name, ex- 
plained .Warren, is often 
Confused with that of a 
great and respected spiri- 
tual leader. “И | ever get a 
good artist named Oral 
Roberts, I'm going to be in 
big trouble," Warren said.
